far different from the Sea-ſhoar, it being a very fruit- __ 


ful Soil, furniſhed with all Neceſſaries, and flored 
with large fat Deer, whereof they ſaw Thouſands in

and took in freſh Water: This Iſland of Scoday is a 
meer Wilderneſs without Inhabitants, but full of wild 
Beaſts, as Bears, Allegators, or Crocodiles like a Ser- 
pent, and Guanoes like a Snake with 4 Legs, & a long 
Tail, having many Prickles on his back : They live 
on Trees like Squirrels, and the Allegators go into the 
Water, but prey oft in the Land, his Fleſh is ſweet as 
Musk, and the bladder Musk is found; he is as big as 
a Man's Thigh, and they eat many of them. Jan. 2g. 
they departed from Scoday to an Iſland near Nombre 
de Dios, & two days after came to Porto Bello, where 
the ſame day they arrived, our Famous Hero Sir 
Francis Drake departed this Life, bis Death being 
ſuppoſed to be much haſtened by his unſucceſsinineſs | 
in his Voyage, his great Spirit always accuſtomed to 
Victory and Succeſs, not being able to bear the leaſt 
Check of Fortune, which occaſioned fuch Malancholy 

thoughts, as were thought tobe the chief cauſe of his 
end, | 

His Death was exceedingly lamented by all the com- 
pany, who looked upon him to be the Life & Soul of 
their Enterprise & Undertakings, & of whoſe admi- 
rab e Valour, Wiſdom, Care and tendernels they had 
found ſuch large and conſtant experience: his Inter- 
ment was aſter this manner 4 his Body being put into 
a Coffin of lead, was let down into the Sea, the Trum- 
pets in a dolſul manner Ecchoing out their Lamenta- 
tions for ſo great a Loſs, and the Canon in the Flee, 
were diſcharged according to Cuſtom of all Sea Fune. 
re Obſequies. 

After this ſad Fate, they continued here ſome while 
and in 10 days arrived gat 8 and Feb, x 
e:pied the Iſle of Pines, March 1. Sir Tho. Baskerfiel 
having now the ſolæ Command of the F leet, they cha- 

ied 20 ſailof the King's Men of War, and fought with 
them 3 hours, firing ſeveral of their Ships, the reſt fiy- 
ing away.Next day, they ſailed to Cape Anthony & ſc on 
after diicribed the Cape of Florida, & Mar. 9. paſled by 
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ends , Apr f. 15 86. chey came, to the 10:

of Florio, inhabited by Portugals, where they ſtaid; 
watered, and traffickt for Victuals, wherewith beir 
well refreſhed, they in a ſhort time arri ved ſafe in En- 
gland; and thus having brought our Renowned Knight 
thro' ſo many Dangers and Adyentures to his watry 
Grave, we ſhall tak: our leave of him, with this ſhort |
